Prevented Spread 
Officers of the Treasure Island 
navy base disclosed th at this in­ 
genious maneuver prevented spread 
of the flames to the building where 
the m ulti-million-dollar stock* of ra ­ 
dar m aterials was stored. 
Accordingly, damage was confined 
to an estimated $500,000. plus about 
$100.000 worth of electronics equip­ 
ment stored in the L-shaped struc­ 
ture destroyed by the blaze. 
Some $900.000 worth of electronics 
material was saved by herof' sailors 
who kept removing the equipment 
until the intense heat and thick 
smoke of the huge fire became too 
dangerous for further salvage ef­ 
forts.

Delay In European Settle- j 
ments May Hasten Action 
On Far East Settle­ 
ment

with one-powed control on Japan,; 
the United States has been able to 
do a better job of disarm am ent and 
democractization than has been pos­ 
sible under the four-power control j 
of Germany. 
Consequently, it was believed that 
General Douglas M acArthur’s plea 
; th at United States forces withdraw 
from Japan as soon as possible 
would receive welcome attention. 
Simpler Problem 
Earlier it had been believed th at 
the delays encountered at the Mos­ 
cow meeting of Big Four foreign 
j ministers would set the Japanese j 
peace treaty back several months, 
j Actually, officials have conceded, | 
i the writing of a treaty for Japan 
should be simpler than writing one 
for Germany or Austria. 
Neither of these countries, it w as ; 
noted, 
has 
existing 
governments, j 
Under the present stalem ate among 
the m ajor powers, it may take long ! 
before one is created that is cap- j 
able of signing a peace treaty. 
Austria’s 
government 
was 
de­ 
stroyed at the time of the Ansch- : 
luss. That of Germany ended when 
Germany collapsed. 
M acArthur recently reported th at 
the democratization of Japan was 
proceeding favorably. 
He indicated j 
he thought that the question of a 
peace treaty should be taken up as 
soon as possible. 
Favorable Contrast 
By .so doing, many 
diplom atic! 
observers believed, M acArthur high­ 
lighted the efficiency of the occupa-«i 
lion of Japan. 
It could prove only 
a favorable contrast to the situation 
in Germany. 
In the latter, all U. S.' efforts to 
bring about economic 
unification 
of the country have failed, due to 
F.ussian and French opposition. 
Recently the effort to sidestep 
this stalem ate by unifying the B n- | 
tish and American zones was ini- j 
tiated by the two powers. O fficials, 
hope that the improved conditions 
in that area will force the other 
occupying powers to join in the 
merger. 
To emphasize the American in­ 
tention of proceeding alone where 
outside support is not forthcoming 
was the recent decision to apportion 
part of Japanese industry among 
the Far Eastern areas devastated b\ 
Japanese aggression. 
Notably, no 
provision was made for immediate ; 
distribution of those assets to R us­ 
sia as part of her claims for re­ 
parations from Japan.
